HOT AFTER ALFONSO, 


Admiral Sampson to Make Impor- 


tant Capture of Spanish Troops. 


WASHINGTON, 
M«y 
5.-Spaln's 


traniport ship, the Alfonso XIII., convey- 
ing to Havana 1100 soldiers,* large quan- 
tity of supplies and nearly half a million 
dollars, will soon be a prize of United 
States men-of-war. 


This is the confident prediction of offi- 


oials of the navy department, and is based 
upon instructions given to Real Admi- 
ral Sampson, commandei-in-ohief of the 
North Atlantic squadron, informing him 


of the arrival of the enemy's transport at 
the Barbadoes and directing him to take 
immediate steps to effect her capture. In 
pursuance of these instructions It is be- 
lieved that Bear Admiral Sampson has 
dispatched several vessels tj the Barba- 
does to lie outside the three-mile limit 
and await the departure of the Spanish 
steamer. The British government, whose 
flag flies over the Barbadoes, will limit 
the length of the stay of the Alfonso XIII 
in the haibor, to 48 hours, it is expected, 
by which time the American men-of-war 
will be cruising In the vicinity of those 
islands 
, 


Wheo'tluf blockade of Cuba began Bear 


Admiral Sampson formed what he called 
a special service division for the express 
purpose of capturing tbe Alfonso XIII., 
and snch other supply ships as might be 
sent by Spain to Havana. This divislcn 
consisted of the battleship Indians, cru- 
isers Marblehesd and Detroit and the 
auxiliary cruisers Algonquin and Man- 
grove. 


Under tbe Instrnctions given to Cap- 


tain Henry Taylor, tha senior officer of 
the division, who commands the Indiana, 


he was directed to maintain a close block- 
ade of Havana. Unfortunately the Al- 
fonso XIII. did not put in an appearance, 
and it was subsequently reported that she 
had succeeded in running into a port close 
to Clenfuegos. 
Tbe report was enbee- 


qaently pTOverrto~be without foundation. 


" Betides communicating with Bear Ad- 
miral Sampson In regard to tbe capture 
of the Alfonso XIII., instrnctlons were 
given to the American consul ID the Bur 
badoes to report to the department of 
state tbe time of the departure uf the 
Spanish vessel, and it Is expected that he 
will make every effort to obtain infor- 
mation as to point for which she it 
bound. In naval circles It is believed 
that the Alfonso XIII. has gone into the 
Barbadoea for ooal. 


Great Britain will permit tbe vessel ti 


take on board a supply sufficient to en- 
able her to reach tha nearest home port, 
which in this case la San Juan, Porto 
Rico. 


The Alfonso XIII. is an auxiliary era 


iser and is armed with five 6-lnoh Hon- 
toria gum. 
Naval officials nay, however, 


that they have no doubt when under the 
guns of an American protected cruiser 
she could be made to surrender without 
much difficulty. 


The Alfonso XIII. left Spain several 


weeka ago for Cuba. Upon ariival at 
Porto Biio she learned that Havana was 
blockaded by the United States ships, 
and, realizing that she could not possibly 
enter the harbor, or, if she tried, would 
be raptured by our fleet, she departec 


1 from Porto Rico.

The old curbing assessment caeea of the 


city came np again is the county court 
this morning and (bare was still another 
delay in the matter. For a year and a 
halt the assessment oases have boon pend- 
ng ID the county conrt, but the objec- 
tions of the property owners have pre- 
vented the curbing from over bs log placed. 


This morning was the UODO set for 


lenrlug on tne question of I'rneflt to ihe 
prnpirty owner.l. City Attorney .1. M 
I.ee biis associated with him Attorney 
Hugh Crea. The objectors ate rouresect- 
ecl by Leforgee and Lee, John A. Brown, 
E. S. McDonald, A, F. Smith and A. H. 
Mills. 


The city attorneys announced today for 


the first time that the city was ready for 
trial. Then Attorney Brown objected to 
the trial proceeding any farther at all in 
the county oouri, declaring Judge Ham 
mer to be Incompetent to hear the case on 
the grounds that the judge himself was a 
defendant In the oaso and would bo com- 
pelled to deoide In favor or against him 
self. Mr. Crea in his reply inferred that 
the point was well taken, bnt eald that 
the case could be divided Into six or seven 
cases and eaob lawyer try bis case sepa- 
rately and the cases In which the judge 
wag Interested need not be tried before 
him. Mr. Brown objected to this ar- 
rangement, stating tbat each attorney 
represented property In all parts of the 
city. He said that the cases could not be 
divided according to attorneys and thai 
besides the court didn't contemplate six 
or >even sets of costs. 


Finally Judge Hammer requested that 


the attorneys Die their objections in writ 
ing. This will be done today and the 
case will oome up again tomorrow morn 
Ing. 


The ordinance was passed a year and a 


half ago and as yet not a foot of curbing 
has been laid. The ordinance affects nl 
streets in the city having wood cnrblngs 
excepting East William street and several 
other streets where the oidinances hav 
gone through. It amounts to about seven 
miles of carbine and whatever the oat 
oome may be it will affect about 700 fam 
llles'of the oity and therefore is of consid- 
erable importance. The attorneys for tb( 
objectors proposed to the oity today thai 
the city and objectors each select a lawyer 
and tho two deoide upon and select an 
other and then the three attorneys decldi 
whether the ordinance was void or legal 
This proposition, however, was not ac 
cepted by the city attorney. Just which 
way the case will tarn now is hard to 
anticipate.
